Subject: Public Records Request 

The Columbia County Sheriffs Office has received your public records request dated July 12, 2019 for 

1. The total number of deputy-involved use of force incidents, broken down by type of force used, 
between 2013-2018 (separated by year). 

2. The total number of people that deputies used force against, between 2013-2018 (separated by year). 

3. A copy of all complaints reported by civilians against deputies between 2013-2018. 

4. A copy of any documents indicating whether the civilian complaints identified in request #3 were 
sustained. 

5. The policy manual of the sheriffs department. 

6. The current union contract between the county and any sheriffs deputies unions. 

7. All records regarding deputy-involved shootings (including fatal shootings, non-fatal shootings and 
shootings at a civilian that missed) between 2013-2018, including incident-level information specifying 
the date of each incident, race and gender of all subjects involved, what weapon if any they were armed 
with, any injuries or deaths resulting from the incident, the names of all deputies involved, whether 
administrative investigations found the incidents to be justified under sheriffs department policy and any 
disciplinary actions taken against the deputies as a result of the incident. 

8. All records regarding civilian deaths or serious injuries resulting from deputy-involved use of force 
between 2013-2018, including incident-level information specifying the date of each incident, race and 
gender of all subjects involved, what weapon if any they were armed with, any injuries or deaths resulting 
from the incident and the names of all deputies involved. 

9. The number of in-custody deaths in jails from 2013-2018 (separated by year), broken down by cause of 
death (homicide, suicide, accidental, natural causes, etc.) 

10. Statistics showing the total jail population each year from 2013-2018 (separated by year). 

Our Records Supervisor has estimated that it will take one of our personnel approximately 4 hours to 
gather, review and prepare the documents you have requested in paragraphs 3-10. This does not take into 
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account the use of force reports (items 1 & 2) which would have to be prepared requiring an additional 25 
hours. Our records management system does not break out type of force used or number of suspects in 
each report. To obtain this information you would need to request the reports and then you would have to 
capture the data requested (type of force, number of people deputies used force against) and incur the 
additional cost associated with their preparation. (Approximately $330.50 special service charge and 
$210.00 for the copying)

Once your funds are received and posted into our account the 
requested documents will be produced, a finalized bill will be sent to you for final payment and once you 

have paid the required amount your records will be forwarded as requested .
